Warren Keifer of Springfield, now a 
*member of the house, where once he 
•was speaker, did his utmost to pre- 
vent the favorable action of the house 
on the amendment by Congressman 
Gardner of Michigan to supersede all 
the branch agencies by one agency at 
Washington. He favored the plan 
agreed on in committee to abolish 
nine agencies, leaving the Columbus 
agency among those to ba retained. 
This was antagonized by all the con 
gressmen from states that would have 
lost out by the plan and the result 
was that General Keifer was one of a 
very small minority, for action on the 
Gardner proposition was almost unan- 
imous. 


Attention is called to these facts at 


this time because of their very great 
moment to pensioners in Ohio. It is 
realized that to abolish the branch 
agencies and have but one central 
agency at Washington will occasion 
delay if not confusion. Clerks in the 
Columbus office could be transferred 
to Washington, as they are under 
civil service protection, but General 
Wardock would lose his job, and so 
would all employes of the agency here 
who could not afford or, for any rea- 
son, would find it inconvenient to 
change residence. 


It is believed that Ohio's senators 


will be deluged by letters and peti- 
tions from pensioners opposing the 
centralisation plan, and the senate 
will be urged to defeat the action 
taken by the house.

Socialists Lose Seats lit the Reichstag 


While Conservatives, National Lib- 
erals and Others Make Gains—Re- 
balloting Necessary In Nearly Two 
Hundred Constituencies, 


Berlin, Jan. 26. — The government 


won a definite victory In the general 
election-I for, * Hew reichstag. .The 
Liberal, Radical and dbnservauve pai- 
ties, supporting Prince Von Buelow's 
colonial policy, have won at least 20 
seats, but more important in the 
smashing defeat administered the So- 
cialists, who will lose 17 or 18 seats. 
This is the first election since 1887 
that the Socialists have-not increased 
their representation by from five to 
20 seats. They have lost especially in 
several large cities. The ^clerical Cen- 
ter holds almost all of itn former 100 
seats, ^having lost one or two to the 
Poles in Silesia. There is a possibil- 
ity, however, that reballotings may 
lose one or two more seats to the 
Center 
party. 
The Conservatives 


have won six seats, two from the anti- 
Semites, two ,from the National Lib» 
erals and two from the Socialists. Re- 
balloting probably will be .necessary 
in 175 constituencies. Complete re- 
turns will not, he in before Feb. 5 


Madgeburg, which the Socialists car- 


ried on a reballot by 2,000 yotes in

Washington, ,!an. 20.—Senator Sim- 


mons introduced a child labor bill 
which is designed to make it unlawful 
for an interstate carrier to tranupv.i 
from the state of production into an 
other state products of a mine or fac 
tory in which children are employed 
or permitted to work in violation of 
the child labor laws of the state in 
which the factory or mine is located. 
This bill differs from the Bcveridge 
bill in that it does not. undertake to 
make a child labor law, but seeks to 
make the child labor laws of ".lie sec- 
eral states effective. It is based upon 
the idea that nearly all the states have 
child labor laws, and that they will re- 
main ineffective as long as they can 
only be enforced b;-
